Probably  not  leas  than  90  000  people 
here  thus  had  their  means  of  subsistence 

removed. 

Upon  the  continent,  the  same  demoral¬ 
isation  haa  resulted,  and  thousand*  of 
minora  are  emigrating  to  the  United  States, 
owing  to  the  great  reduction  in  rales  of 
fare  both  by  land  and  wntar,  to  see  if  they 
can  better  their  fortunes  here.  California 
and  Kansas  seem  to  be  the  two  principel 
objective  point*  at  present,  tor  these  and 
those  of  other  profession*  both  at  home  and 
abroad. 

During  last  mftnih  not  lean  than  10.000 
arrived  in  thin  state  by  Panama  and  over¬ 
land.  But  to  return  to  our  subject.  What 
is  the  cause  or  causes  of  this  great  reaction 
that  is  shaking  the  iron  world  to  it*  very 
centre.  Two  years  and  more  ago,  the 
greatest  prosperity  attended  the  working 
of  this  metal,  and  capital  waa  induced, 
through  hope*  ol  large  dividends,  to  en¬ 
large  the  manufacturing  onpneity  of  old 
work>,  to  erect  new  ones,  wherever  feaai 
ble,  and  to  increase  the  facilities  for  min¬ 
ing  greater  quantities  of  ore  throughout 
the  country. 

The  building  of  new  and  long  lines  of 
Rail  Roads,  the  demand  for  iron  lor  build 
ing  purposes  ea  at  the  rebuilding  of  Chi- 
cago,  and  in  the  construction  of  numerous 
bridges  both  in  thia  country  and  South, 
America,  acted  as  an  unhealthy  stimulant, 
and  many  were  the  predicti  jns  made  of  the 
coming  storm. 

It  was  already  brewing,  when  the  finan¬ 
cial  craah  of,  78  brought  it  upon  ua  with 
Increased  fury.  Since  then  comparatively 
•peaking,  no  new  Rail  Roads  have  *b« 
built  and  old  ones  hava  been  unwilling 
owing  to  a  falling  off  in  profits,  to  repair 
their  roads  except,  where  abeolutely  neces¬ 
sary,  thoughjthe  price  of  Rail  Road  iron 
is  lower  to-day  than  it  haa  been  for  years. 
It  haa  been  estimated  that  the  average  life 
of  a  rail  in  this  country  is  10  years,  al¬ 
though  this  is  decreased  on  many  of 
our  Eastern  roads  of  heavy  traffic  to  even 
5  or  4. 

Hanna  out  of  oar  70.000  mites  of  Rail 

Road  now  in  operation  not  leas  than  7.000 
milea  should  be  laid  per  annum.  It  re¬ 
quires  about  100  tona  of  rails  per  mile  or  a 
total  of  700.000  tons  to  simply  repair  the 
waste,  without  taking  into  consideration, 
the  laying  of  double  track  apart,  branches 
Ac.  that  the  demands  of  necessity  entoro». 

Much  of  thia  repairing  haa  been  neglect¬ 
ed,  but  it  is  simply  postponed,  and  the 
result  will  be  an  increased  demand  when 
it  does  come.  The  present  out  look  it 
gloomy,  but  there  ia  a  bright  sky  just 
beyond,  and  a  tew  month*  will  bring  to 
this  now  languishing  industry  a  prosperity 
that  will  vie  with  that  of  paat.  Tears.

The  old  house  at  the  south  west  corner  of 
Greenwich  and  Watt*  streets,  for  a  long 


time  occupied  aaa  grocery,  was  once  a  con¬ 
spicuous  landmark  in  New  York  city.  It 
is  now  alioat  being  transformed  into  a  mod¬ 
ern  building  The  haoa*  waa  built  ia  1810 
by  George  Zabriakie,  who  waa  in  1822  and 
1922  an  Alderman  of  the  aity,  and  in  1928 
and  1887,  and  for  three  year*  thereafter,  a 
member  of  the  Assembly.  When  thia 
KTiaae  was  built  fit  waa  one  ot  the  great 
mansions  on  the  went  side,  somewhat  out 
of  town,  to  be  aura,  but  still  near  enough 
to  civilization  to  be  reached  by  the  stage,  .  . 
which  plied  daily  between  tha  city  and  Jt 
Greenwich  village.  Tha  region  in  which 
th#  old  houa*  stands  wss  then  to  the  i 
side  what  Murray  Hill  ia  to  the  eaat  now.
